The swing of France away from the 


old Allied cause and into the arms of 
Berlin began the middle of this week 
when bulletins from Vichy hinted that 
Admiral Darlan, who was sent to 
Adolf 
Hitler for 
n personal con- 


ference, had struck a definite bargain 
for France.

The fact that there is real danger 


•the" French fleet may "throw^* in" 
with Germany gives a definite direc- 
tion to the course this war may fol- 
low—a course ullcrly different from 
the last World war. 


In 1941 the continent of Europe is 


absolutely closed to land engagements. 
Germany has Europe in the hollow 
of her hand. There is no spot of friend- 
ly shore line where the armed forces 
of democracy might make a landing 
and begin the slow campaign of re- 
conquest against the dictators. 


But instead, this is a war in which 


the democracies have at present an 
overwhelming command of ihe sea, 
of raw materials, and of the means 
of transporting them wherever they 
wish, barring only the continent of 
Europe. 


This is a picture of a very long 


war, reminiscent of history's accounts 
of the Napoleonic conflict which last- 
ed the better part of a generation. 


Admiral Darlan may have gambled 


on throwing the French fleet to Hit- 
ler's aid; but whether the fleet will 
actually follow him to the showdown 
is another matter. 


And even if it does, it is better 


to get this uncertainity out of Ihe 
way at once. 


Much of the British hesitancy in 


Medilerrancan and Asia Minor mat- 
ters can be explained by their secret 
fear of French treachery so long as 
Admiral Darlan 
remained nominal 


commander of their old ally's fleet.

Senate Adopts 
Priorities Bill 


as Aid to 0PM 


Drastic Measure 
Goes Back to 
House for Final 
Action 


WASHINGTON -(/P)- The senate 


approved Friday amended house leg- 
islation giving the Office of Pro- 
duction Management broad statutory 
control over the disposition of raw 
materials and military equipment. 


The measure now goes back to the 


house for consideration. 


As approved by the senate the 


measure would permit the OPM to 
channel the flow of raw materials in- 
to industry, to decide which defense 
articles could be produced first, and 
to route distribution either to the 
Army, the Navy, or to the British. 


Authority to order priority on army 


and navy contracts already existed. 
It was explained that all other con- 
tract priorities had been on a vol- 
untary basis. 


OPM will also have the power to 


slow down or cut off the flow of ma- 
terials into civilian channels.

Donald, who has quacked h'is rage 


in 10,000 theatres to the delight of 
many millions, is 'today as famous as 
Mickey. And. Walt Disney, as • the 
creator of Mickey' Mouse, Donald 
Duck, the Silly 
Symphonies, 
and 


Snow White and the Seven Dwarfs, 
today is just about the biggest name 
in Ihe world of entertainment. 


Success, as the saying goes, has 


not swollen Walt's head. He's still 
a litlle puzzled by the rewards- 
financial 
and 
arlislic—which 
have 


come lo him. And he becomes acule- 
ly uncomforlable when people begin 
lo talk of the deep significance of 
his creations. 


"We just try to make a good pic- 


ture," he says, "and then the pro- 
fessors come along and tell us what 
we have done." 


When Disney arrived in Hollywood 


in 1923, he had already produced a 
few 
animated cartoon films. 
The 


son of an Irish-Canadian father and 
German-American mother, 
he was 


born in Chicago in 1901. Before start- 
ing his life work, he had also been 
a newspaper cartoonist, commercial 
artist, art student, truck driver and 
dabbled in several other arts 
and 
trades. 


In Hollywood young Mr. 
Disney 


went into partnership wilh his older 
brother Roy. That partnership still 
stands. Roy is the business manager 
of the Wall Disney Enterprises; Walt 
is the artistic genius and 
driving 
force.

CAIRO — (/P)— Salum has been re- 


occupied by British troops, it was an- 
nounced officially here Friday. 


A Middle East headquarters com- 


munique said serious casualties had 
been inflicted by the British on Axis 
forces which had held the Egyptian 
border outpost just across 'from the 
Libyan frontier, and some German 
prisoners had been taken. 


Besides reoccupying Salum the Bri- 


tish said Halfaya pass and Musaid 
also were retaken. 


The German high command ack- 


nowledged that British forces had 
"penetarted" Salum but 
said 
this 


was only part of stronger 
forces 


which advanced both on that post 
and Fort Capuzzo in Libya, The Bri- 
tish paid heavily in casualties and 
prisoners, the Germans said.

Main speaker'at Rotary's luncheon 


meeting Friday noon in Hotel Barlow 
was A, B. Patten, local agent for the 
Louisiana & Arkansas Railway, who 
gave the club members a history of 
the steam railways of the world. 


The period 1825-35 saw the first 


railroads founded in both 
England 


and the United States, Mr. Patten 
said. At first they were horse-drawn 
systems, although employing coaches 
riding on iron rails. 


Such an early road was a horse- 


drawn line completed in Massachu- 
setts in 1826 to haul garnite, some 
of the stone being used in construc- 
tion of the Bunker Hill monument. 
In 1846, Mr. Patten continued, this 
road was authorized to use steam. 


In 1830 the total railroad mileage 


in the United States was' only 23; 
by the time of the outbreak of the 
War Between the States it had risen 
to 29,734 miles; and by 1870. The gold- 
en era of railroad-building followed 
immediately after 1870, the speaker 
continued, accounting for most of to- 
day's total of 286,000 miles—more than 
a third of the world total of ap- 
proximately 700,000 miles. 


Notable dates in railroad history 


Mr. Patten said, are: 1832, when the 
Baldwin plant at Philadelphia built 
Ironsides, the first locomotive in the 
United States; and 1868, when George 
Westinghpuse invented the air-brake.

Cooling Cream 
Important in 
Production 


Outlines Methods 
of Handling 
Production of 
Grade Cream 


Cooling cream is one of the most 


important steps in the production of 
first grade cream, according to Oliv- 
er L. Adams, and Mary Claude Fletch- 
er, county Extension agents. 


Cream should be cooled just as 


soon as it is separated. Mold and 
bacteria will multiply very rapidly 
in cream that is kept at too high 
temperature. Warm cream should ne- 
ver be added to cool cream. Cream 
should be kept at a temperature of 
CO degrees or lower in order to slow 
down development of mold and bac- 
teria. 


If cream 
is 
hand-skimmed, the 


milk should be cooled immediately 
after milking. 


Mechanical or ice refrigeration is 


the most desirable method of main- 
taining low temperatures. 
Several 


other methods can be used where 
this is not available. The success of 
these methods will depend on the 
attention given, reports Paul Carruth

liistory since its organization in 1917,"

evidence of the need for cooperation 
among all pgricultural agencies and 
farmer-borrowers 
in promoting soil 


conserving practices. The land bank's 
lending policies have-constantly rec- 
ognized good management practices 
and as a phase of its loan servicing 
program, the bunk further proposes to 
develop methods of assisting borrow- 
ers to re-establish farm income lower- 
ed by soil abuses. 


"Local national farm loan associa- 


tions, through which farmers obtain 
Federal land bank loans, will work 
with their members who are interested 
in improving their situation by adopt- 
ing soil conserving practices. Officers 
and directors of associations who will 
cooperate with members," Mr. Rust 
said, "are local men who are familiar 
with conditions under which fanners 
are operating and should be in a po- 
sition to offer helpful suggestions in 
eliminating soil depletion hazards.

only reduce loan delinquencies and 
avoid foreclosure, but will be of tre- j 
mendous assistance to farmers who 
wish to increase the productivity of 
their farms and enjoy a higher liv- 
ing standard for their families."

250,000 Plant 
Employes Remain 
on Their Jobs

General Motors Corporation early 


Friday accepted a Defense Mediation 
Board proposal for a new contract 
with the United Automobile Workers 
(C. I. O.) which granted an increase 
of 10 cents an hour to an estimated 
250,000 workers in 89 plants of the 
corporation. The agreement averted 
a scheduled strike at 60 G M plants. 


Terms of the agreement: 
1. No closed shop, union shop or

Cer- 
tainly, the Extension animal husband- 
man added, those farmers who have 
used high quality bacori fresh from 
the cure will recognize this as a de- 
sirable advantage. 


Mr. Muldrow pointed out that be- 


fore the Introduction of n freezer 
Locker, many farmers had taken ad- 
vantage of refrigeration to chill hog 
carcasses, and later cure certain por- 
tions in cold storage.
